It’s 1978 — we’ve come a long way since 
1957. We were a new school of an unknown 
quality. Since then a reputation of 
academic achievement and skill has been 
acquired. 

From 10 clubs in 1957, we’ve doubled to 
20 — with many of those doubling in size 
like the FFA. Organizations like VICA, 
DE, COE, and EFE have since evolved.

Substitutes respond 


Community involvement took 
shape as substitute teachers 
answered an important school need. 
In the fall, the Central Office sent 
principals a list of 200 names. From 
those, Mr. Gresham chose eight or ten 
really strong people to develop a sub- 
stitute pool used repeatedly. That 
way they became familiar with the 
students and the school. The com- 
petition was keen between TA, John 
Wayland, and even Ft. Defiance for 
the best in the area. But most sub- 
stitutes felt ‘“‘real good’’ about coming 
here, and TA became the first choice 
of many. 

The county requirement for a sub- 
stitute is a high school diploma but. 
preference is for a college degree. 
Some were part-time college stu- 
dents, some housewives, several 
waitresses, one a part-time minister, 
and one a potter. Over half were hop- 


ing to become full-time teachers, so it 
couldn’t have been too discouraging 
— in spite of the usual student pranks 
of switching names and leaving class 
on the first (wrong) lunch bell. 
Karen Garber handled everything 
from home ec to music and wrote: 


I especially enjoy substituting 
at Turner Ashby because the 
teachers are friendly and 
helpful, while most of the stu- 
dents are cooperative. . . 1 know 
most teachers well and realize 
what they expect in their 
classrooms .. . 

I know many of the students 
from my previous teaching ex- 
perience at John Wayland and 
continuous substituting. This 
makes for a comfortable 
teacher-student relationship. I 
especially enjoy talking with for- 
mer students and following their 
progress. Teaching at TA most 
of the time gives me an oppor- 
tunity to get close to the 
teachers and students, and it 
makes me feel like a real part of 
TA.

ever. The team reached or surpassed 
many of the goals Coach Barnes plan- 
ned before the season started, 
although there were many disap- 
pointments in every stage of the 
season’s tenure. 

The team started slow, losing close 
matches to state powers Orange, Lord 
Boutetout and Handley. But from 
that point, the team won eight of its 
nine remaining matches, including a 
27-21 victory over Harrisonburg. It 
was the first time a Valley District 
team had defeated Harrisonburg. The 
team went on to establish an un- 
defeated district record — another 
first. 

At the District Wrestling Tourna- 
ment, the team easily outclassed all 
opposition, beating second-place 
Harrisonburg by more than 30 points. 
TA claimed three individual cham- 
pions: Mike White at 132 pounds, 
John Anhold at 138 pounds, and Mike 
Surbaugh at 167 pounds. Six other 
wrestlers gained second place 
finishes: Mike Shoemaker, John 
Pence, Brett Hart, Stuart Yowell, 
Buck Rexrode, and Drake Man- 
deville. Mark Arndt and Keith 
Hochmeister achieved third place 
finishes. 

The team advanced 11 wrestlers to 
regional competition, but seemed to 
have suffered an emotional and 
physical letdown after winning the 
District Championship. Despite this, 
John Anhold became TA’s first state 
medalist when he placed third at the 
State Tournament at Penbroke High 
School. John Anhold finished the 
season with a record of 18-4-1, Mike 
Surbaugh ended with an 18-2 mark, 
and Buck Rexrode recorded a 15-6 
season.

Survey focus is 
on jobs 


What do juniors do after school? 
Junior homerooms were surveyed to 
find out how many students worked 
outside of school. Percentages were 
taken from those students who tried 
to answer the questions honestly, af- 
ter the “none of your business”! and 
“sledding in Siberia’? answers were 
pulled out. 

Almost half of the juniors had pay- 
ing jobs, 47.7%. The remaining 45.8% 
did not work and 6.5% worked 
sometimes. Parents supplied 49% of 
juniors with their spending money, 
while 51% used money they earned 
themselves. 

Of the working students, 38% had 
jobs in restaurants or fast-food places, 
18% babysit, 16% toiled at farms, 12% 
worked in manufacturing, 8% in con- 
struction, and 8% in grocery stores. 

Clothes were the number one ex- 
pense, getting 25.9% of the student 
dollar. Cars and gas followed with 
18.8% spent on gas and 14.5% on cars. 
Albums, dates and school activities 
cost 7.6% and 5% was spent on beer
